T he borough would get -ah 
th e revenue during the trial period, 
and Hie concern will “g u arantee" the 
town ag ain st all ]r-w$uits and bear 
all costs of installation and removal 
Berger also stated 
T he trial period 
could be set for .several days or sev­ 
eral weeks and the m achines would 
i>e removed upon two days' notice 
from council. 
The discussion w hich followed and 
became heated at tim es brought from 
Burgess C. A. Heiges the statem en t 
th a t he hail received a petition sign­ 
ed by 65 businessm en and th eir em ­ 
ployes from center square and the 
first blocks of the four m ain streets 
asking that. m eters be not installed 
on Hie prom ise th a t they will refrain 
from parking in th e square and the 
first, blocks 
65 Parking Spaces Provided 
W ith those additional 65 parking 
spaces, the burgess said. G ettysburg 
does not need 
parking m eters to 
solve the parking problem . 
Heiges 
declared th a t he had never favored 
the m eters as a revenue m easure and 
th a t if the parking situation can 
be regulated w ithout them he will 
n o t .push the m eter project 
He w arned th a t a close check Is to 
be m ade on th e signers of the p eti­ 
tion anti if they fail to live up to 
then prom ise and park their m a ­ 
chines in the c e n te r-towti area d u r­ 
ing business hours lie will renew the 
cam paign for m eters. 
Several councilm en said th a t u n ­ 
til tile -idea of parking m eters" is 
‘ old" to th e C ham ber of Com m erce 
an d the businessm en of th e town

A special writer for the Baltimore 
Bun wrote the following article on 
some of the hum an incidents th a t 
oeiiirred in the battle here: 
TPHE boys in Blue who, short years 
* 
ago, thrilled their listeners with 
rtories of the battle of Gettysburg 
have almost all joined the bivouac of 
the dead and new voices must tell 
their stories. 
And this year, the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of that American W ater­ 
loo in which General Lee’s army was 
turned back on its invasion of tire 
North, is an appropriate time to re­ 
tell some of the epics of th at three- 
day battle of July I, 2, 3, 1865. 
Only forty-one veterans of th at 
battle remain and they are now men 
fourscore years and ten and older. 
But at the time of the battle they 
were young boys—boys in love and 
boys often homesick. 
(Shall we lift 
the veil of those seventy-five years 
and glimpse at some of those hum an 
interest stories that our grandfath­ 
ers used to tell? 
Dusk Un Second Day 
It is dusk on the second day of 
the battle. 
Powder-smeared, weary 
soldiers have thrown themselves on 
the ground in huddled bunches of 
humanity. 
A 
light-haired, 
pale- 
faced boylike soldier, his head pil­ 
lowed on his arm, slept apart. 
Be­ 
side him, a man sits throughout the 
night 
The next day. in Pickett’s 
charge, the man, a fiag-bearer of 
the Confederate Army, is shot down. 
The blond boylike soldier lifts the 
nag. but for an instant he. too. falls. * 
But no, it is not a boy—the two who 
died so close together are young 
husband and wife and together they 
are buried in tile nag they died de­ 
fending. 
All who have visited Gettysburg 
are perhaps familiar with the story 
of Jennie Wade, who, while baking 
bread for her sister, wlio was con­ 
fined with a 3-day-old baby, was shot 
by a stray bullet that passed through 
two doors.
